Chrysler Company head in the course 
of a full day's deliverance of judg- 
ment in ai Lotion brought by British 
plaintiffs against Chrysler and sev- 
eral associates for a sum estimated 
by lawyers at. 5350,000 in connection 
with sale of Chrysler shares by the 
plaintiffs to the defendants. 


Justice Atkinson said he was satis- 


fied that .three of the defendants- 
Bernard E. Hutchinson, Stephen D. 
Briggs; and Joseph Fields 
of the 


Chrysler Cbrpbratidh—had engaged in 
an actionable conspiracy to' obtain 
snares held; by Arnold de la Poer, a 
Briton, in Chrysler Motors Ltd., at a 
price lower than their value. 


Trid conspiracy, he indicated, was 


carried out in November and De- 
cemb&'r, 1927, "by: a< threat to procure 
cancellation of the franchise without 
any just cause" of the sales agree- 
ment held by die la Poer and the Suf- 
folk Investment Company Ltd., from 
the Chrysler Sales Corporation.
